To Appear at Preliminary 
Hearing of Murder Case 


JACK KERMOTT 10 
OPEN DEFENSE. IN 
BROTHER'S DEATH 


With the prosecution and de- 
fense reported to be preparing 
much evidence for the Jack Ker- 
mott: preliminary hearing, another 
step will be taken Monday in un- 
folding the story of the tragic 
shooting of Nov. 30. 

The hearing will be held at 2 
p.m. before Judge Fred H. Jac- 
obs in the J. B. Draper & Co. 
building, First avenue and Ninth 
street. Change was made to this 
building to accommodate the large 
number of witnesses, officers and 
others who will be in attendance. 

Witnesses for the hearing have 
‘been asked by the district attor- 
ney’s office and by the defense, 
headed by Attorney Fred Wilson, 
San Bernardino. 2 

TO DECIDE ON TRIAL 


At conclusion of the hearing 
Judge Jacobs will decide if there 
is enough evidence to hold Mr. 
Kermott for a murder trial in the 
superior court. If he does not 
hold the prisoner for trial on the 
murder charge, it is possible for 
a less severe charge to be filed by 
the district attorney’s office, of- 
fictale explained. Kermott was 
arrested on a complaint signed by 
Mrs. James Kermott, widow of 
the man slain last week.

More citrus fruit was handled 
and the gross income was greater 
during the 1937-38 season for the 
Old Baldy Citrus association than 
during the previous year, it was 
revealed at the annual meeting of 
the group in its Nineteenth street 
packing house yesterday. 

Returns were approximately 
$400,000, this being about 33 per 
cent higher than for the previods 
year. Total of 460 cars were ship- 
ped, an increase of 93 per cent 
over 1936-37, according to the re- 
port submitted by D. R. Foss, see- 
retary-manager.

That an ill feeling had develop- 
ed between the brothers was stat- 
ed by several witnesses at the in- 
quest, but the father declared yes- 
terday the feeling was not so much 
between the brothers as it was be- 
tween the sisters-in-law. 

“Just a fey weeks ago Jack and 
Jim met out in front of my place 
and they chatted very pleasantly 
and appeared to be very friendly 
toward each other,” Mr. Kermott 
related. “Just a short time be- 
fore this, the sisters-in-law had 
met out in front and their quar 
tel over some books ended in face 
slapping.” 

He said that he and Mrs. Phoebe 
Kermott, the widow, had not been 
on speaking terms for several 
years. 

INVESTIGATES PROWLER 

The shooting occurred at the 
Jack Kermott home at about 10:10 
p.m., Nov. 30, Jack going outside 
to investigate after his wife said 
she heard a prowler. The prison- 
er related at the inquest that he 
called for the prowler to stop. 
He admitted firing shots from his 
revolver, but he said he did not 
know the victim was his brother 
until after he investigated the 
body as it lay on the ground. 

He also denied that he and his 
brether had any 10 o'clock date 
to meet that night and discuss 
their affairs. Mrs. Phoebe Ker- 
mott said her husband had left 
their Ontario home to go to his 
brother's place to keep a tryst’ at 
that time. 

Mrs. Jack Kermott has been a 
daily visitor at the county jail and 
today she and Attorney Wilson 
conferred with the Uplander rela- 
tive to the defense and prelimin- 
ary hearing. 

Many friends of Walter J. Ker- 
mott have called on him to offer 
aid and express sympathy.

Swap Arguments on Operas in English 


Lawrence Tibbett, distinguished baritone, believes that 
opera never will reach wide popularity in the United States 
until it is sung in English. So he says in the enrrent Rotarian 
magazine. But his contention doesn’t go unchallenged. Ina 
companion article, Edward Johnson, manager of the Metro- 
politan Opera association, asserts that opera is most effeetive 
when sung in the language in which it was written. 

“T believe the development of opera has been retarded to 
a considerable extent because it, has been unintelligible to the 
people,”’ says Tibbett. “*As 1 see it, traditional opera has been 
transplanted here without being adapted to our peeuliar needs 
and therefore does not find a soil favorable to its growth. The 
art has no national history here In Italy, France, Germany, 
opera thrives naturally beeause if it‘is not created by native 
writers, it has been adapted by translation into the mother | 
tongue.’’ 

European countries—excepting England —would not listen 
to opera sung in a tongue other than their own, declares the 
opera-radio-cinema baritone, for opera as a fusion of musie and 
drama must not only be seen and heard but also understood to 
be appreciated. In time, he asserts, a native opera will develop 
which will interpret Ameriean life with an intermingling of 
dialogue and singing. Stimulated by the seope afforded by 
motion picture films and sung in English, he adds, American 
opera can ‘give the world a characteristic form ef drama music. 

Johnson counters with a question: ‘‘Isn’t it to the credit 
of the United States that it is one of the few ceuntries that 
present opera in the language in which it was written? Many 


eountries require translations for nationalistic reasons and to 
make it easier for their singers. , But great art is international 
and should not be nationalized.’’ 

Attempts to present non-English opera in English have been 
unsuccessful, the Metropolitan manager points out, for it does 
not depend upon words to convey its meaning. Then, too, trans- 
lators seldom are suceessful in matching phrasing with Eng- 
lish. Much more signifieant in making opera popular in the 
United States is the greater attention given musie in public 
schools and also the enthusiastic reception of opera broadcasts. 
Both, he says, are helping to make America appreciate the best 
music more than ever before.

We have sat through many a program of vocal 
music——operas and other numbers—listening to the artists ‘‘do 
their stuff’’ in some foreign language that did not mean a thing 
to us.

would know what it was all about. At times we tried to make 
ourselves believe we knew what the artist was attempting to 
convey—but must admit these operas in foreign languages are 
practically a total loss to us. 

There are many people who appreciate good music—but 
who do not care to have a singer or group of singers give their 
numbers in languages they cannot understand. Many go to 
hear great artists in the hope that some of their numbers will 
be sung in English, but in many instances'a majority in the 
audience are disappointed because they are not. We _ have 
noticed that audiences are much more enthusiastic with their 
ppplause when, after having to sit throurh a lot of numbers!

Why We Voted for 
Suspension of Prorates 


Real Issue Not Revealed 


Much has been printed and said 
during the past few weeks about 
the Prorate. Unfortunately, the 
real issues have not been revealed. 

At the proper time—and soon 
—we shall present what we believe 
are practical and constructive rec- 
ommendations. 

In the meantime, we do not 
expect to take part in a “dog 
fight,” which in our Opinion will 
further depress prices, further de- 

stroy the credit of the entire Cali- 
fornia citrus industry and create 
unnecessary antagonisms.
